FOREWORD 


In  February  1948,  one  of  us  (H.F.S.)  gave  a  talk  before  the  National 
Genealogical  Society  on  Long  Island  genealogical  source  material,  based 
upon  personal  bibliographic  information  collected  to  that  date.  The  bibli¬ 
ography  was  published  in  the  June  1948  issue  of  the  National  Genealogical 
Society  Quarterly,  Vol.  XXXVI,  No.  2,  pp.  61-66,  and  subsequently  reis¬ 
sued  as  Genealogical  Publication  No.  9  of  the  National  Genealogical 
Society.  This  is  now  out  of  print. 

In  the  years  since  it  has  become  evident  that  there  is  a  very  real  demand 
for  a  more  complete  bibliographic  index  of  Long  Island  genealogical  source 
material  (excluding  family  genealogies  unless  in  compendiums) .  Ac¬ 
cordingly,  in  1958,  the  Council  of  the  Society  proposed  to  reprint  Publi¬ 
cation  No.  9  but,  at  the  request  of  the  original  author,  agreed  to  issue  a 
revised  and  augmented  edition.  In  the  last  two  years  and  a  half,  the 
present  authors  have  united  their  experience  and  efforts  to  this  end,  and 
the  result  is  a  bibliography  increased  from  the  original  125  references  to 
845  and  more.  Within  the  time  allotted  and  the  opportunities  afforded,  we 
have  endeavored  to  make  this  compilation  as  complete  as  possible. 

The  reader  should  know,  however,  that  whatever  comprehensiveness 
the  bibliography  may  possess,  has  been  made  possible  because  of  the  fine 
and  sympathetic  cooperation  of  our  good  friends.  We  wish  particularly 
to  mention  the  following :  Mrs.  Amy  0.  Bassford,  Librarian  of  the  Long 
Island  Collection,  the  East  Hampton,  New  York,  Free  Library;  Mr.  Archi¬ 
bald  F.  Bennett,  Librarian  and  Secretary  of  the  Utah  Genealogical  Society; 
Miss  Edna  Huntington,  Librarian  (retired),  the  Long  Island  Historical 
Society;  Miss  Pauline  King,  Assistant  Librarian,  the  New  England  His¬ 
toric  Genealogical  Society;  Miss  Marjorie  Leek,  Curator  of  the  Long  Is¬ 
land  Collection,  the  Queens  Borough,  New  York,  Public  Library;  and 
Mrs.  Mary  Walsh,  Librarian,  the  National  Society  of  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution.

This  book  is  divided  into  four  parts:  (1)  a  numbered,  alphabetic  bib¬ 
liography  by  author  wherever  possible,  otherwise  by  place,  annotated  with 
the  Library  of  Congress  Union  Catalog  symbols  for  libraries  wherein  the 
referenced  book  may  be  found;  (2)  an  alphabetic  listing  of  every  refer¬ 
enced  location,  associated  with  the  code  numbers  from  the  author  list  for 
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that  location;  (3)  an  alphabetic  listing  of  symbols  employed  by  the  Union 
Catalog  Division  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  associated  with  the  complete 
names  of  the  libraries  for  which  the  symbols  stand,  and  (4)  an  alphabetic 
list  of  the  libraries  to  which  reference  is  made.  In  the  case  of  the  symbols 
used  for  libraries,  where  entries  have  been  taken  from  the  Union  List  of 
Serials,  the  Library  of  Congress  symbol  has  been  substituted  for  those 
in  the  List  when  the  latter  are  different.
